The stage stands in the shade of two grain bins at 
the edge of Donahue where most of the preparation has 
been taking place. For one-and-a-half years Gronewold 
has pedaled his bicycle two-and-a-half miles from his 
farm home to spend the day. It is here he opens the suit- 


_case with “Music Man’? pasted on the side in big red 


letters and takes out the black book containing alphabe- 
tized lists of major and minor cast leads, various crews 
and information relating to each. 


‘After it’s over I should go back to college and 
learn how to produce a play,” he laughed. 


This is Gronewold’s first effort at directing and 
producing. He attended Iowa State University and ma- 
jored in piano at Drake University. In 1961 he-moved to 
the East Coast and appeared in two shows a year with 
the Portland Civic Theater in Portland, Maine. One of 
those shows was “The Music Man” which was the in- 
centive for presenting it at the Donahue Centennial. He 
appeared in Music Guild’s “Babes in Arms” in 1965 aft- 
er returning to Donahue. Z 


But these are his only credits for approaching a 
project of this magnitude. “It’s been like moving a 
mountain with a roller skate under it,’”’ said Gronewold. 
“This is the first attempt at theater for many people in 
the production, unless it was church or school orient- 
ed. It has really become’ a community project. The 
town electrician is installing footlights, the town car- 
penter helped build the stage when he had a few days 
off, the town painter did the set designing, and the kids 
have really come through. There have been eight to 13- 
year-old kids down at the grain bins at 8 in the morning 
ready to paint sets or run errands or relay bricks at the 
depot or help me with anything. So far we’ve only spent 
$125 for material for 38 main costumes. Everyone is 
providing his own costume as a personal donation and 
many have contributed materials from paint to lum- 
ber.”” 


GRONEWOLD held auditions last year during 
Christmas vacation. The people taking principal roles 
from in and around Donahue seem to have been tailor- 
made for the roles they assume. Prof. Harold Hill is 
played. by Norm Sawyer, a 24-year-old farmer from

Two Cronkelton families of Donahue contribute 
nine members to the cast. Mrs. Joe Cronkelton is assist- 
ant producer and plays Eulalie, the mayor’s wife, and 
her daughter, Cindy, is Amaryllus, the music student. 
Howard Cronkelton plays the constable and his wife is 
one of the gossipy women. Their children — Mary Kay, _ 
Michelle, Mike, Pete and Claire — all hold roles in the 
production. 


GRONEWOLD has had good help behind the 
scenes, too.
